This means th at America’s 
naval program either will be scaled up 
or down by the league according to its 
relative policing functions, compared 
with other powers. 
It will not

The details of

great divergence of views, as it has 
been agreed a nation’s share in the in­ 
ternational naval and m ilitary police 
coast lines, its colonies and its £or- 
eign trade. 
President Wilson, as chairman of the 
league committee continues to

work, that the constitution be sub­ 
mitted to the general peace confer­ 
ence for discussion and ratification as 
soon as possible.

T hi hill proposes to increase the sal­ 
ary of the state highway commission­ 
er from $4,000 to $0,500 and for the 
appointment cf a chief engin/er 
at 
$5,OOQ; three assistant engineers at- 
$4,000 each; a fiscal agent at $4,000 
and eleven division engii>eers a t not 
more than $3,000 each. 
Tile restoration of the one-half mill 
stab* levy, cut in 1914 to three-tenths 
will increase the good roads fund over 
$4,000 OOO. 
The bill provides for all the recom­ 
mendations made by thq Ohio road 
congress. 
The senate health committee yes­ 
terday reported out for passage the 
Wiest resolution petitioning congress 
to appropriate $5,000,000 for a nation­ 
al Ight against influenza. 
Resolutions providing for an invds- 
tigation of “German poison” in Ohio 
laws and for the proper punishment 
of the kaiser also were reported on 
favorably by the senate m ilitary com­ 
mittee.

W’hen I got to 
Benancon I saw my first snow, and 
was in doubt how I was going to stand 
it, but when I arrived in camp and 
stepped out in the snow, it was warm­ 
er than back in Coetquidan, near the 
coast.

The air here is very 
bracing, 
and 
the barracks are the best I have been 
in since 
leaving 
Camp 
Taylor. 
It 
ought to be good for everybody, as 
far as health is concerned. I don’t ex­ 
pect to start back yet for quite awhile, 
as none of the combat troops will 
go 
back until things are all settled. 
We 
belong to the Sixth army corps, and 
may be in the arm y of occupation yet. 
As a Christm as gift I got your box 


it for miles around. That's how we 
found our way back to camp. I ara 
sending you some post card views of 
the town, which is about 30 miles 
from bore. 
It contains some wonder­ 
ful sights, of which I will write you 
later, hut let 
me mention one, the 
clock in the church at Benancon. It is 
one of the world famous clocks. 
I 
got to se<* it the day 
we came 
heil*, as we laid over there for seven 
hours. 
My Christmas dinner was the 
hest meal I have had since I have been 
in the army, but here’s hoping I will 
spend my next Christmas in good old 
Xenia, O. The sw eater you sent me I 
am wearing while I write this letter- 
It is the hest thing you could have 
sent me. 
The candy is gone already, 
but a taste of something from home 
makes a new man of one. 
December 30. 
I am still in this camp. and the 
chances are that we will be here for 
some time. 
The Thirty-ninth division 
was named to go home among the 
first, but I guess the orders have been 
changed. We don’t know when 
we 
will start back. It may be a month or 
two or it may be six months yet. 
There is also talk of us being sent to 
Russia. 
If the sun would shine here 
for a change once in u while this 
would be a fine place for scenery. 
This morning the clouds are so close 
that the mists are right close to the

Peculiar Canadian River. 
What Is per imps the most wonderful 
river in the whole world, and one 
which is certainly'Unique of its kind, 
was discovered by a purfy of prospec­ 
tors exploring what Is known os the 
“Smoky River Region” in northern Al­ 
berta, Ca ria ti a. 
Briefly, It is a river of 
mud—that, is 
to 
say, 
although 
Its 
course Is well 
marked, with banks 
clearly defined, as in an ordinary riv­ 
er. Its bed contains not water, but thick 
liquid mud of Hie consistency of mo­ 
lasses. 
The mud river flows, as does 
a water river,* hut, of course, much 
more slowly. 
In fact, Its progress (lur- 
mg the time the party were observing 
fit more nearly resembled that of a gla­ 
cier. 
Unlike a glacier, however, there 
is no terminal moraine. A glacier at 
its too* melts aud flows away, leaving 
an accumulation of rocks, but any 
heavy masses that may be In this river 
of mud must settle to the bottom and 
remain concealed by the mud itself. 
This mud river debouches on a plain 
spreading out fnnllke and forming a 
morass of unknown depth and extent.
